Remarks 

1 . In response to the Board Decision filed on May 1 1 , 201 0, claims 1 -37 are 
presently pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-37 are allowed over prior art made of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts of record Sennott et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,438,517); Bargar 
etal. (U.S. Patent No. 6,009,394); Davanand et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,639,592); 
Rohm et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,253,164); Eberwine etal. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,133,867), do not teach, disclose or suggest: 

A method for representing geographic features in a computer-based 
system, comprising providing a first computer-usable database storing a plurality 
of data points specifying latitude and longitude coordinates of locations along at 
least one geographic feature; fitting a polynomial spline to the at least one 
geographic feature by applying a least squares approximation to the data points 
specifying latitude and longitude coordinates to generate a plurality of control 
points for the polynomial spline; and storing the control points in a second 
computer-usable database, the control points being usable for representing the 
geometry of the at least one geographic feature in the computer-based system, 
as claimed in independent claim 1. 
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Claims 2-13 and 36-37 are allowed because they are dependent on 
independent claim 1 . 

A method of displaying on a computer output device a &ruction 
representing a geographic feature, comprising retrieving from a computer-usable 
database a plurality of spline control points associated with the geographic 
feature, the spline control points being derived, using a least squares 
approximation, from a plurality of data points specifying latitude and longitude 
coordinates of locations along the geographic feature; calculating a polynomial 
spline using the spline control points to generate the function representing the 
geometry Ofthe geographic feature; and displaying the function on the computer 
output device, as recited in independent claim 37.
